“The Senate Tariff Bill. 


The United States Sevate yes- 
terday resumed consideration of 
the Tariff bill, and was erie 
by Hiscock. It was proper, he 
said, to criticise the recent attempt 
of the President and of his party 
to explain away and to misrepre- 
gent the effect and purpose of the 
Mills bill, Which they claimed to 
be calculated to benedt rather than 
injure American labor and capital. 
The issue was fairly drawn be- 
tween the two political parties. 
The question was: Free Trade, or 

‘Protection to American Labor. 
Neither subterfuge nor new ex- 
pressions of faith would conceal or 
obscure the real question. Demo- 
eratic orators were attempting in 
manufacturing ' districts shift 
their ground and to conceal the 
purposes of their party, but the 
official utterances of the President 
and the reports of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, emphasized by the 
Mills bill—which had been indorsed 
by the National Democratic Con- 
vention, and which had passed the 
House by a strict party voie—left 
no doubt whatever as to the true 
position of the Democratic party 

on that great question. The Sen- 
8 bill left no doubt as to the po- 
sition of the Republican party. 
Both parties conceded that there 
should be a reduction of the rev- 
enue,and to about the same amount. 
Therefore the question of the 
amount of taxation was not in- 
volvéd in the discussion, but the 
question was as to the manner in 
which the reduction should be 
made. 

The speaker then examined some 
of the details of the Mills bill, in 
erder to prove that in preferred 
reduction they were discriminating 
in favor of the industries of Con- 
federate States against the indus- 
tries of the Northern States.

The Prophet Nowhere Encourages the 
Practice of the Tonal Art.

founder of the religion of a music-loving 
people like the Arabs should have been so 
decidedly indifferent to the practice of 
the tonal art. For although Mohammed, 
strictly speaking, was the avowed enemy 
of the plastic art only, yet nowhere do we 
find him encouraging the practice of the 
tonal art. 

This is all the more unaccountabie, 
since, notwithstanding the prophet's seem- 
ing indifference towards the art, he never 
denied his descent from a musical nation. 
For he tells us that when, like Moses, he 
withdrew into the solitude of the wilder- 
ness, there to hold communion with 
his God, he heard the sound, as it were, 
of a tinkling bell, and voices singing and 
calling to him, and on looking, behold, no 
one was nigh! 

Afraid of losing his reason he Ghai’ 
cated this strange manifestation to his 
wife, Chadidsha, and it was entirely ow- 
ing to her ministering comfort that he 
took courage, and continued to believe in 
his Divine mission. 

The fact of Mohammed seeking the ad- 
vice of his wife would seem to indicate 
that the social position of Arabian women 
was superior to that of other oriental na- 
tions, and it breathes somewhat of that 
chivalrous spirit which we see now and 
then reflected in their melodies.

FENCING IN DUELLING.

In a country like France where duelling 
is sanctioned by the social code and prac- 
tically permitted by the law, fencing must 
be held in high esteem.
